Heavy Pruning 
Retards Growth 
Of Young Olives 


Excessive pruning, as som- 
times practiced in effort to de- 
velop tree shape, may retard the 
growth of young olive trees by 
as much as 90 per cent, it is 
pointed out by Karl W. Opitz, 
assistant Tulare county farm ad- 
visor, who basis his statement 
on pruning experiments conduc- 
ted by the University of Califor- 
nia. 

Experimentally is has been 
found that trees left unpruned 
for the first five years “bore 
heavier crops in the fifth season 
than did the pruned trees. Crops 
during the sixth and subsequent 
years were about the same on 
trees of the four varieties used, 
which were the Mission, Man- 
zanillo, Ascolano, and Sevillano 
provided the previous pruning 
‘was \light. On heavier pruned 
trees ‘no crop of commercial im- 
portance was born during the 
seven years of the experiment. 

With young trees it has been 
observed that early removal of 
the iower limbs in a mistaken 
effort to stimulate development 
of the tree tops has resulted in 
sunburn of the exposed trunk. 
It appears likely that the olive 
knot disease had made entrance 
when the cuts were made dur- 
ing the wet season. The too 
hasty removal of lower branches 
and twigs often cause a otp- 
heavy condition which is rec- 
tified only by staking. 

A very light pruning or pinch- 
ing of small trees during the 
growing period would in many 
cases aid in forstalling the need 
of heavy cutting later, Thus. it 
is possible, where heavy winds 
do not exists, to allow the young 
tree to come into production 
with but very little pruning or 
mechanical aid.

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Extensive Road Improvement Planned 
In Springville Area Chamber Is Told 


Extensive road improvement 
in and around Springville is 
being planned by county and 
state engineers, according to a 
report of the road committee of 
the Springville chamber of 
commerce, given Monday evening 
at a regular Springville chamber 
meeting, with a number of items 
discussed by chamber~representa- 
tive at a recent meeting with 
E. T. Scott of Fresno, district 
engineer for the California Di- 
vision of Highways. 

First project involved. the 
marking of a parallel parking 
lanes on the main street of 
Springville, the establishing of 
curb lines and the forming of a 
graded gravel walk through the 
business district from the gram- 
mar school to the hospital, If the 
curb line is established, it was 
reported that regular school 
crossings and pedestrian cross- 
ings could then be set up. 

Mr. Scott told the chamber 
representatives that in order to 
accomplish this, property owners 
along the street would have to 
provide signed agreements indi- 
cating their willingness to have 
state engineers do the necessary 
survey work. Actual construc- 
tion cost of curbs and gutters 
would be born by property own- 
ers. Private contracts or some 
sort of group contract could be 
utilized in the construction 
work, with a possibility seen 
that the project can be started 
in about 30 days. 

The question of surfacing the 
old concrete highway between 
Success and Springville was also 
discussed with Mr. Scott, who 
said that he would take the mat- 
ter up with maintenance engi- 
neers. :

Confronted with a widespread 
infestation of aphis on young 
cotton plants, many Tulare coun- 
ty farmers have been wondering 
wether or not it would be worth- 
while to attempt to control these 
insect pests, and, if so, what ma- 
terial to use. 

The infestation of aphis, or 
plant lice as they are sometimes 
called, has largely resulted from 
the coo] -moist spring weather, 
states Ralph L, Worrell, Tulare 
county assistant farm advisor. 
Ordinarily these insects are not 
much of a problem on cotton at 
this time of the year. 

A period of hot weather would 
cause most of the aphis infesta- 
tion to disappear. Normally, hot 
weather does occur during mid- 
dle or late May, and if the 
weather this year behaves like 
it usually does the present prob- 
lem should soon be over. Farm- 
ers must make their own decision 
as to the probable future trend 
of the weather. 

In case farmers decide not to 
wait for or trust in hot weather, 
nico-dust is the best material to 
use for aphis control, Mr. Wor-

rell said. The dust should be ap- 
plied at the rate of 1Q to 12 Ibg. 
per acre in the early morning 
or evening, when the air is rela- 
tively still.

Another material which can 
be used for aphis contro] is tetra- 
ethyl pyrophosphate, usually 
called TEP. This is a new chem- 
ical which. shows considerable 
promise. It may be applied as a 
dust or a spray. 

Worrel advised farmers to de- 
lay cotton chopping until the 
aphis infestation is past, if this 
is possible, Even if the aphis se- 
verely damage a_ considerable 
number of the cotton seedlings, 
there -would. probably still be 
enough left for a good permanent 
stand for the field. If the cotton 
has already been chopped and 
the infestation: continues, it 
would probably be worth while 
to dust those parts of the field 
where the aphis are serious.

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Soil, Weather 
Factors In 
Citrus Dieback 


Many orange groves in the 
county are showing a more or 
less severe dieback of new growth 
says Clem Meith, Tulare county 
assistant farm advisor. The die- 
back, which is most noticeable on 
weak trees, manifests itself by a 
flower and leaf drop, followed by 
a browning and rather abrupt 
death of the new twig. 

Pathologists at the Citrus Ex- 
periment station state that the 
trouble occurs on weak trees 
when the weather is warm but 
the soil is cold - - - this condi- 
tion existed this year due to late 
rains and other causes. 

In a cold soil the root system 
is rather inactive and on a warm 
day a serious water deficit is 
apt to occur in the tree. Such a 
situation can be hard on any tree 
but it is especially severe on a 
weak tree with a poor root sys- 
tem. The water deficit in the tree 
in turn allows secondary fungi 
to attack and kill the new 
growth. It is for this reason 
that the dieback is most in evi- 
dence on weak trees. 

The only way of preventing 
future outbreaks in particular 
trees appears to be a gradual re- 
invigoration of the weak trees.

Yield Increased 
By Nitrogen 


Results of last year’s fertiliz- 
er tests on sweet corn grown in 
Tulare county show that a prof- 
itable response in yield is obtain- 
ed with the addition of at least 
150 pounds of nitrogen per acre 
reports Walter J. Cordua, Tulare 
county. assistant. farm advisor. 

A direct relation between 
yields and the amounts of nitro- 
en applied per acre was obtain- 
ed as follows: (1) 50 pounds of 
nitrogen increased yields ap- 
proximately 30%; (2) 100 
pounds of nitrogen increased 
yields 50%; and (3) 120 pounds 
increased yields 65% which 
was the same increase obtained 
with 150 pounds. 

Ammonium sulphate was the 
source of nitrogen used on the 
test plots; this material contains 
about 20% of actual nitrogen.

either shield or patch bud -now, 
states Karl Opitz, Tulare county 
assistant farm advisor. Buds in- 
serted at this time can be forced 
out by cutting back the stock 
and a food growth may be ob-— 
tained this year. Buds placed. in 
September or October will re- 
main dormant until spring. 

For budding done at this time, , 
buds should be taken from well 
matured wood of last season's 
g:0\ th. In shield budding make 
the T-cut as small as possibie 
and siip the bud under the bari:. 
Wrapping may be done with or- 
dinary threo-ply string cr nur- 
seryman’s tape. The tie is usual- 
ly left on for about three weeks. 
Close inspection will tell when 
the wound has calloused over 
sufficiently to allow cutting the 
wrap. 

After the bud has taken, the 
stocx must be partly cut back to 
force it to shoot. It is advisable © 
to leave ‘‘nurse’’ branches to 
prevent too rapid growth from 
the bud and provide some pro-. 
tection to the new shoot. Patch 
vuds are used most successfully 
in branches several years old;

Value of the logging industry 
to Springville, and to the en-

pected to be exceeded this year. 
Rouch crew will number 50 men 
during the season. 

Among other mill operators 
in Springville are the Harris 
Brothers, who sawed 4,500,000 
feet of lumber: last season and 
E, E. Lyman, who got out a 
million feet. By-products, such 
as posts, shingles, shakes and 
grape stakes are manufactured 
in a number of small plants in 
the Springville community.
